Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
in  Circular  10  44,  dated  February  15th,  1944,  the  Annual  Report 
is  a^ain  made  as  brief  as  possible.  To  ensure  continuity  of 
records  the  tables  are  in  the  forms  prescribed  by  the  Ministry. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1943  is  22' 37  per  1 ,000  populat ion .  In  1942 
it  was  21'8(i.  The  birth  rate  for  England  for  1943  is  16’5. 

The  Death  Rate  for  1943  is  10' 55  per  1 ,000 population.  In  1942 
it  teas  9' 67.  The  Death  Rate  for  England  for  1943  is  12'1. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  61' 8  per  1,000  lii’e  births.  Last 
year  it  was  6S'3.  The  rate  for  England  is  49. 

Deaths  from  Diarrluva  in  children  under  2  years  numbered  5, 
an  improvement  on  last  year's  total  of  16. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Diphtheria  cases  in 
1943,  75  being  notiPed.  In  1942  there  were  63  cases. 

Scarlet  Fever  notifications  shoxved  a  slight  increase.  There 
were  33  cases  in  1943,  compared  with  29  in  1942. 

The  Diphtheria  case  rate  for  this  district  is  much  higher  than 
that  for  EngUnid,  whereas  the  Scarlet  Fever  rate  is  much  less.

General  Statistics  relating  to  the  Rural  District 

'I'he  Rural  District  comprises  five  civil  parishes,  and  has  an  area  of  38,419 
acres. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  resident  population  for  the  year  1943 
is  28,920. 

The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  district  at  the  end  of  1943,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  rate  books,  was  7,157. 

The  K'ateable  Value  of  the  district  is  £119,373. 

The  sum  represented  by  a  penny  rate  is  £451. 

Vital  Statistics 

In  considering  the  Birth,  Death  and  other  rates  which  have  been  calculated 
for  1943,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that: — 

(1)  Non-Civilian  Deaths  are  not  included. 

(2)  That  Deaths  and  Births  occurring  amongst  persons  temporarily  residing 
in  this  district  on  account  of  the  war  are  included  in  the  local  figures. 

Births 

The  estimate  of  population  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General  for  calculating 
the  birth  rate  is  28,920. 

The  total  number  of  births  during  1943  was  647. 

Of  these  305  were  males  and  342  were  females. 

Legitimate  births  numbered  611. 

Of  these  legitimate  births  286  were  males  and  325  females. 

Illegitimate  births  numbered  36,  19  being  males  and  17  females. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  is  22'37. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  England  is  16'5. 

The  total  number  of  stillbirths  was  18. 

Of  these  9  were  males  and  9  females:  and  1  female  was  illegitimate. 

The  stillbirth  rate  for  the  district  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births  is  27. 
I'he  stillbirth  rate  for  the  district  per  1,000  population  is  0  62. 


Deaths 

The  total  luiinber  of  Deaths  duriiij^  1943  was  305. 

Of  the.se  158  were  males  and  147  females. 

The  actual  or  crude  death  rate  for  the  district  is  10  .55  per  1,000  population. 
N'o  comparability  factor  is  issued  b\  the  Keftistrar-General  this  rear. 

The  death  rate  for  Ens'land  is  121.
